CURIOUS RESERVOIRS. 


Th» U»» to Which Baobab Tree« Aro 


Put In Africa. 


IVopIo of the Kordofan province, 


Africa, usu haohub trees ns reservoirs 
I for the scanty water of .that district. 
The Irees have to bo prepared care- 
fully for this use. The large branches 
are first cut off near the trunk. If this 
Is not done Ihe trunk Is apt to split ns 
Bonn as It ia hollowed out. A hole is 
cut In the trunk, generally Just above 


branch, which serves as n platform 


for thu man who is filling the tree, and 
thu Interior Is hollowed out. 
Hound 


the bottom of the tree a shallow basin 
Bouiu twenty or thirty feet !n diameter 
Is made, In which tho rainwater col- 
lects. As soon ns there is a storm the 
people go out and- Oil their trees.' The 
.water so stored remains perfectly good 
until the end of the next hot weather 
nr even longer. A few trees, naturally 


I hollow, have a hole at the top between 


I the branches and till themselves, tho 
branches -cnldilng the water and act- 
ing ns gutters. These are called "la- 
gai," and are highly valued. 


The system gives a cistern twenty 


feet high and from eight to ten feet or 
even more in diameter. Owing to the 
labor involved In 'preparing and filling 
the trees water is usually bought anil 
sold, and on the main roads when 
there Js much traffic, ns between Na 
hud and Jehcl el lUlln oil the way to 
El Fasber, the capital of Darfur, th 
people do a regular trade by supplying 
merchants and travelers with. -ivatcr. 


The bucket, 'called a "dilwA," con 


slsts of n piece of leather suspended 
by strings six inches long, from a pleci 
of wood bent iu n circle, to which th' 
rope used, for drawing tho water I 
fastened by throe or four strings. 0 
reaching tho bottom of tho well th
